T is the Remark of a late excellent Writer, ® That 
but few are thoroughly ſenſible of the Miſchief they do. 
This Maxim is in no Inſtance, that I can recollect, fo 
glaringly verified, as in the Wagging of the Tongue; 
at leaſt, it has been my unſpeakable Misfortune to have thus 
experienced it, probably ks my utter Undoing: And this is 
indeed the fole Reaſon why the Town is eaten wan the 
following Vindication. 


For nothing beſide the * urgent Neceſſity could have 
driven me to ſuch a Step, at a Time too when I am aban- 
doned to an Exceſs of Grief and Deſpondence, in Conſe- 
P ence of the many Calamities with which I am invironed. 

y this Means, I think it not impoſſible to crale, in ſome 
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Degree, from the Minds of Men, the Attentive and Candid, 
at leaſt, any unjuſt Prepoſſeſſions they may have inadvertently 
entertained to my Diſadvantage, as well as that of my Fa- 
mily, who have (particularly my Father) borne a conſider. 
able Share of the Calumny. Ihe Reaſonableneſs of the 
Undertaking will appear, perhaps, in a ſtronger Light, when 
it is conſidered that the Miſchief, for want of a proper Check, 
extends and ſpreads itſelf daily. Hence has arifen what I 
count upon as the greateſt Evil, viz. that the Benevolent, 
the Virtuous, from a deceitful Appearance of Juſtice, on the 
other Side, have repaired to, and liſted under, the Banners 
of thoſe, who have, (I hope) not from mere Malice, but 
wantonly, almoſt completed my Deſtruction: I am the better 
inclined to conclude thus charitably, as not being conſcious 
of having offended one of ther, But be it as it may, I 
mean on no Account to render to them Railing for Railing ; 
I thank Heaven even Affliction and Oppreſſion have not de- 
prived me of Patience and a Willingneſs to forgive, nay 
ſerve, all who have in any Shape injured me. I would not, 
however, be thought, in what has been ſaid above, even to 
inſinuate that I am blameleſs; my Imprudences and Weak- 
neſſes are, I own, many: But I flatter myſelf that the Bal- 
lance will be found on the Side of my Integrity. All I re- 
queſt of the Reader is, to diveſt himſelf as well as he is able 
of the firſt deep-rooted ill Impreſſion, and liſten to a Num- 
ber of Facts, thrown together in a Hurry without Art or 
Gloſs, and which have nothing to recommend: them but the 
Truths they contain; Truths ſupported by the beſt Autho- 
rity, atteſted by reputable Vouchers, and Perſons of un- 
doubted Veracity. 


In September, 1746, I opened a Woollen-Draper's Shop 
in Caſtle-Street, poſſeſſed of a Capital of 300 J. and the No- 
vember following married the Daughter of a Citizen, with 
whom I got 300 1. From the Acquaintance and Influence of 
the Families thus united, added to a fixed Reſolution of ap- 
plying myſelf indefatigably to Buſineſs, as well as doing 
every Thing in my Power to oblige, I made little Queſtion 
of ſaceeeding. Like moſt young Men at their ſetting out in 
Buſineſs, I endeavoured to engage as many Cuſtomers as 1 
could, and having been little hacknied in the Ways of Men, 
I fooliſhly imagined, that the Days on which I ſold conſider- 
able Quantities of Goods, I was in a fair Way of "Thriving, 
never conſidering the Difficulty and often the Impoſſibility of 

receiving Payment for the ſame. 4 
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Ar this Time I had a Factor in London, whoſe Demands I 


punctually anſwered; and my Conduct in that Reſpe& was 


the Means of eſtabliſhing my Credit there. My great Er- 
ror, indeed the Rock on which I have ſince ſplit, was the ill 
Uſe I made of this Confidence, by dealing beyond my Abi- 
liry. By this Means I became greatly embarraſſed, and was 
frequently neceſſitated to borrow Money to ſupport my Cre- 
dit: And as my Friends were on thoſe Occaſions my Sureties, 
my Diſtreſs was by that Means doubled, as I feared for them 
rather more than myſelf. 


I SHALL paſs over the many Trials I had to go through 
during my Reſidence in Caſtle-Street, and haſten to that Pe- 
riod, from which began the many Aſperſions and unjuſt Cen- 
ſures that have been ſent abroad, to the great Injury of my 
Reputation. It has been confidently alledged, that my Fail- 
ure was a Scheme ſet on Foot to baffle and defraud my Credit- 
ors; that the Goods bought in London were ſold by Virtue of 
a ſham Execution, given to my Father with that Intent; that 


have been a Robber of the Public, and ruined the Credit of 
the Trade of this City. 


Now if I can make it appear, beyond all Contradiction, 
to an unprejudiced Mind, that I had no ſuch View; that L 
was at moſt but imprudent, not only in accepting, but, on 
the other Hand, in giving too large. Credit; that, to do Juſ- 
tice to my Creditors, I have left myſelf, Wife and Children, 


deſtitute; that of near 9000/7. due at the Time of my Fail- 


ure in Caſtle-Street, I have ſince paid and ſecured 79287. 
without Compoſition or Abatement; that the Debts I was o- 
bliged to compound did not amount to 10181. out of which 
1 diſcharged 495/. that, on an Average, I have paid 18-5. 
in the Pound, and, upon the Whole, was but 5227. 

eficient; I ſay, if theſe Things are conſidered, (my Youth 
and Unexperience taken into the Account) am I not rather 
intitled to the Pity than Indignation of my Fellow-Citizens. 


My Factor dying in 1748, I had Letters from ſeveral 
Merchants of London, from whom he bought Goods on my 


Account, offering me Credit for any Thing I might want; 
and one in particular ſent me ſeveral Parcels to a conſiderable 


Amount. In July, 1749, I ſet out for that City, in order to 


ſettle a Correſpondence, and purchaſe Cloths, Cc. for the 
tollowing Winter, and was received with great Friendſhip by 


the 
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the Gentleman above mentioned, la wholeſale Woollen- 
Draper) who not only made me an Offer of unlimited Truſt, 
but defired me to draw on him for whatever I might have oc- 
caſion to buy elſewhere. This I unfortunately accepted of, 
prompted by Youth, (being then but 23 Years old) by Am- 


bition in Trade, and ſpurred on by the Hope of a great and 
ſpeedy Profit. 


SOON after my Return, I found ſeveral preſſing Demands 
for Money, the Payment of which TI had been forced to poſt- 
pone on Account of my going Abroad; a Fund too was wanting 
tor the Duties of the Goods, and I was at the ſame Time in- 
debted to ſeveral Manufacturers and others in Dublin, who 
inſiſted on immediate Payment. Several of theſe I diſcharged, 
others I ſecured, and thoſe who remained unſatisfied, deter- 
mined to do all in their Power to ruin me; in ſhort, from the 
Day of my Landing to that of my Failure, I went through 
an uninterrupted Series of the moſt afflicting Diſtreſs; the 
Reſult of my Indiſcretion and Inexperience added to the Fa- 
cility of my Diſpoſition. 


Ar this Time I was Maſter of a large Stock, beſide up- 
wards of 6000/7. in my Books, ſo did not apprehend I ſhould 
be obliged to give up a Trade and Credit, to eſtabliſh and 
ſupport which I had taken ſo much Pains. But in November, 
Demands being heavy as well as urgent, my Sureties became 
uneaſy at their Situation, and inſiſted on being diſcharged 
from their Engagements. Preſs'd with theſe Loads on all 
Sides, which I was unable to ſupport, and finding it impoſ- 
ſible to ſatisfy my Creditors without getting further Time, 
which they refuſed to grant, tho? Security was given to 
ſuch as were preſling.------I had twenty Judgment Cre- 


ditors, all of whom were ſecured by my Friends joining 


with me, and there were ſeveral Writs in the Sheriff's Office 
againſt me, to which I had given Bail, beſides having drawn 
on ſome of my Well-wiſhers, in Favour of Perſons to whom 
they were under Acceptance. 


Ix this truly diſtreſsful Circumſtance what could I do? 
I ſuppoſed the moſt prudent Method would be to give my Fa- 
ther a Bond for the Amount of the Sum for which he was 
engaged on my Account, as it would ſave the Expence of en- 


tering ſo many Judgments, and lodging ſo many different 


Executions. This being approved of by thoſe whom I con- 


ſulted on that Occaſion, I accordingly paſſed to him my ops

for 3314 /. on which a Judgment was entered and Execution 
lodged, November 25, 1749. 


Tux Judgment Creditors were then ſummoned, to whom 
my Father declared the Reaſon of what had been done, and 
offered to aſſign the Judgment to any of the Creditors whom 
they ſhould appoint as Truſtees for the reſt. Upon which a 
Deed was drawn by Mr. Mullock, Notary, which was ex- 
ecuted by my Father ; and Mr. Robert Lawleſs, (one of the 
Judgment Creditors,) and Mr. Mullock were appointed 
Truſtees. It was then agreed that the Goods ſhould be ad- 
vertiſed and ſold at prime Coſt, to prevent as little Loſs as 
poſſible; and the then Sub-Sherift was paid a certain Sum 
for his Conſent, adequate to his Fees. 


Tur Goods were accordingly advertiſed and ſold, and the 
Money ariſing from each Day's Sale was at Night lodged in 
the Bank of Meſſ. Kane and Latouche, and their Receipts for 


the ſame delivered to the Sub-Sheriff, and the Judgments paid 
as the Goods were fold. 


Tur Fas related are ſo well known and atteſted, that T 
ſuppoſe it unneceſſary to be more particular in the Recital of 
them; but for further Satisfaction I ſhall inſert in its proper 
Place a Liſt of the ſeveral Creditors, with their Names, (the 
Mention of which *tis hoped they will excuſe) together with 
the Sums reſpectively due and paid to each Perſon; and as 
the Majority of them are {till living, Perſons of undoubted 


Characters, I make no queſtion they will do me all imagina- 
ble Juſtice. 


Mr cloſing in Caſtle-Street made much Noiſe, and greatly 
alarmed thoſe whom it affected, as they were Strangers to the 
true Situation of my Affairs, and unacquainted with the Ho- 
neſty of my Intentions. Many and various were the Reports 
on this Occaſion: The Debts due by me were doubled in 
their Accounts, and *twas confidently inſiſted on by many, 
that I never meant to pay a Shilling. Tho? certainly inform 
ed of the general Cry, I deemed it the beſt Way to remain 
ſilent, until I could exhibit a Proof, which would ſtrike even 
Malice dumb, by doing my Creditors all the Juſtice in my 
Power: By this I concluded invidious Reflections at my Suit 
mult needs ſpeedily come to an End, little expecting alas! that 
at this Diſtance of Time I ſhould become the Bye-word of the 
People, treated as an Out- caſt; the Wounds I thought long 


{incs 
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fince healed made to bleed afreſh, and my Misfortunes 
preſented to me anew, with additional Aggravations. 


Wexr I the Doer of thoſe Wrongs I am repreſented, what 
hindered, but I might have taken my Family to ſome diſtant 
Place, far from the Scene on which theſe Deeds are ſaid to have 
been acted, and peacefully enjoy the Fruits of my Miſdoings. 
This was practicable: This has been common with People 
guilty of the Crimes laid at my Door, and I had not been 


driven to the miſerable Shift to which I am now obliged to 
have Recourſe. 


Warn 1 found myſelf reduced to the Neceſſity of ſtop- 
Nas Payment, I advertiſed my Engliſh Creditors of the Di- 
ſaſter. I informed them particularly of the Confuſion of 
my Affairs, and promis'd ſincerely nothing leſs or more than 


I intended to perform, viz. to act with all imaginable Honour 
and Juſtice, 


AT the ſame Time I wrote to Mr. Samuel Matthews, 
Merchant of Cheſter, (to whom my Goods were configned) 
that if any were forwarded to him on my Account, to depo- 
ſite them in his Warehouſe until further informed, for that 
my Affairs were in ſome Diſorder. This Gentleman had, at 
this Time, ſhipped a Bale and Caſe of Goods on my Ac- 


count, (which I then expected) to the Value of 300 J. which 
he immediately brought on Shore, and a few Days after deli- 


vered the ſame to the Clerk of the Merchant in London, (the 
Perſon before mentioned) Mr. Chapman, my principal Cre- 
ditor in that City. 


Ox the Receipt of my Letter to him, he diſpatched one of 
his People here to look into my Affairs, and furniſhed him 
with a proper Power to ſettle with me, as did another, 
to whom Mr, Chapman recommended me. 


Ox his Arrival in Cheſter he ſaw my Letter to Matthews, 
which made a favourable Impreſſion, and convinced him in 
ſome Meaſure, that I ated from Principle. I hope the Rea- 
der will excuſe me, if I am more than ordinarily circumſtan- 
tial here, as I have been remarkably traduced in this Particular, 
a Report generally prevailing, that I was indebted to this 
Merchant 10,000 J. and ſhut up chiefly with a Deſign of 
defrauding him. 


THE 
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Tux uncommon Friendſhip diſcovered by this worthy 
Man on my Behalf, and the Eſteem with which he treated 
me, made me particularly deſirous he ſhould ſuffer as little as 
poſſible by my Misfortunes: And the Credit he has ſince 
given me, added to ſome Favours I received when laſt in 


London, convince me he {till entertains the ſame favourable 
Opinion. 


SHORTLY aſter, the Clerk landed in Dublin, J ſettled 
with and gave him Securities for the Money due to his Prin- 
cipal, Mr. Chapman, and Meſſirs. Brough and Legrand, of 
London, Merchants, without defiring a Penny of Abatement, 
though he had Inſtructions to accept of whatever I might 


propoſe.

As ſqon as J had finiſhed the above Settlement, I applied 
myſelf cloſely to my other Affairs; and from the Eſtimate I 


made out immediately after my Failure, calculated I ſhould 


not only be able to pay my Creditors their full Demands, 
without deſiring any Abatement, but have a Sufficiency left 
to enable me to provide for myſelf and Family ; and there- 


fore very imprudently ſettled with my Creditors, one by one, 
as 
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as I cou'd get in Money or Securities to give them, nor did 
[ diſcover the Error I had been guilty of, until it was too late; 
The Sale of my Goods continued ſeven Months, attended 
with great Loſs, Sheriff's Fees Coſt, and other Expences; 
having a large Family to maintain during the Sale, beſide the 
Payment of Houſe Rent, Shopkeepers, Clerk's and Servants 
ages : The Intereſt of my Houſe, Improvements and Fix- 
tures, were alſo ſold at a great under Value, and at the ſame 
time I was involv'd in ſeveral Law-ſuits, for recovery of Debts 
juſtly due, and in defence of Suits commenc'd againſt me. 


Wur the Sale of the Goods was finiſh'd, and the Houſe 
ſold, I ſettled Accounts with my Father, and gave him Secu- 
rities to anſwer the new Engagements he had entered into for 
me. I then made out a ſecond Eſtimate of my Affairs, and found 
I had been greatly miſtaken in my firſt Calculation, and ſhou'd 
be under the neceſſity of Compounding with the Creditors 
then unſettled with. Within eight Months from the time 
of my Failure, I paid, ſettled and ſecured for my Creditors, 
upwards of 77007. and tho' the Debts I was afterwards o- 
blig'd to compound did not amount to 10207. the Perſons I 
owed the Money to were ſo irritated (and I cannot help think- 
ing very juſtly) at the Preference given the reſt, that it was a- 
bove 20 Months before I finiſh'd the Settlement of my Affairs. 
I ſhall now lay before the Publick, a Liſt of the Debts I 
owed at the Time of my Failure in Caſtle-Street, with the 
Names of my Creditors, and the Sums reſpectively due and 
paid to each Perſon. By it they will be able to judge how far 
I have injured the Publick, or Trade of this City, as hath 
been ſo currently propagated.

Wren I had put an End to the Settlement of my Affairs, 
all to whom I had been indebted were ſo well ſatisfied with the 
Equitableneſs of my Proceedings upon the W hole, that they 
encouraggd me to open Shop again; I had ſeveral Offers of 
freſh Credit, and ſome of my Friends propoſed an Aſſiſtance 
in Caſh. At this Time I had nothing left but the Refuſe of 
old Debts, out of which, with much Difficulty, I collected 
about 200 J. with this "Trifle, and upon the Promiſes made, I 
began Buſineſs a ſecond Time, but ſoon found to my Coſt, 
like many more, the Vanity of relying on ſuch Props; for 
thoſe who prompted me on, inſtead of keeping their Word, 
were the Perſons foremoſt in diſtreſſing me.

On my Return to Dublin, I applied to the Managers of the 
'Theatre-Royal for Permiſſion to play a Trial Character, with 
which they were ſo kind to favour me, and for my own Bene- 
fit, on paying the Expence of the Honſe. This done, I re- 
queſted an Indulgence from thoſe to whom I am indebted un- 
til my Benefit; promiſing an equal Diſtribution of the Money 
ariſing from the ſame. This was conſented to, and one of 
them took Tickets to the Amount of 20 J. which, as he in- 
forms me, he has diſpoſed of. The Time appointed was the 
8th Inſtant, the Play, The Fair Penitent; and I have good 
Reaſon to ſuppoſe I ſhould have had a numerous Audience. 
But to my unſpeakable Surprize, as well as Diſappointment, 
I heard that a Party was formed, who had reſolved not only 
to prevent, but inſult me, in Caſe I attempted to play; this is 
the Purport of a Letter written to one of the Managers the 
Day before. At firſt indeed I queſtioned the Truth of the 
Account; being conſcious to myſelf of no Crime, unleſs Mis- 
fortune may be called by that Name. But finding it con- 
firmed from all Quarters, I thought it prudent (with the Ap- 
probation of the Managers) to poſtpone the Benefit until I 
had cleared up the Matter to the Satisfaction of every Man, 
who will not ſhut his Eyes againſt Information, and which 
IT hope I have here effected. 


Now, if the Public are convinced of the Truth of what is 
fet forth in this Pamphlet, nor is there indeed much Room 
left for Doubt, as no one can well ſuppoſe me ſo impudently 
hardy as to alledge with Confidence Falſhoods, which it is in 
the Power of every Man to detect, (as having publiſhed the 
Names and Places of Abode of all my Creditors) muſt not 
Malevolence herſelf allow, that I have been treated moſt ſe- 
verely. Already have I felt the Effects of my theatrical Diſ- 
aſter, being arreſted laſt Friday on four Writs, by Perſons, 
who were under ſolemn Engagements not to moleſt me; and 
the Reaſon given for their harſh and ungenerous Procedure 
was, the Diſappointment at my Benefit. W |) 1
